OUTLOOK: Strong high pressure will continue over the western states. An
upper level low pressure system will edge closer to the northern California and
southern Oregon coasts. Monsoon moisture will again spread over the Southwest
Area, with scattered thundershowers forecast for central and eastern Arizona
and New Mexico. Widely scattered afternoon and evening thundershowers are
expected in Colorado and eastern Wyoming. Isolated thunderstorms are possible
in northern California, southern Oregon, western Nevada and southeast Utah.
The remainder of the West will be sunny and warm, with high temperatures in the
80"s to mid 90"s. Highs in the desert Southwest will be from 100 to 112
degrees. A low pressure system and associated cold front will produce
scattered showers and a few thundershowers in the Northeastern states. High
temperatures in the Northeast will range from the mid 60"s in the north to mid
80"s in the south. Moderate fire activity 1is expected to continue nation
wide.
